Yesterday 
he was a prisoner. To-day he is throne- 
less.

Its quick 
inception, its serics of gigantic strifes, its 
grand and startling events, its mammoth 
features, its dramatic situations, and unex- 
pected denouement, all constitute it, so 
far, the most remarkable war of history. 

We do not deny toa feeling of profound 
sympathy for Napoleon. He has not been 
faultiess, nor his reign without error, but 
it has some salient features of marvellous 
brilliaxcy. Remembering that Napoleon 
has been the architect of his own fortune, 
we cannot but aamire his career in its to- 
tality. He has done so much for France 
he has so improved and exalted and adorned 
her, that even though he pluaged her down 
into her present abasement, it seems as 
though the shouting mob as it yells Vive 
le Republic, would of necessity give a sen- 
timent of gratitude to the fallen monarch. 

But popular favor has ever been capri- 
cious, and popular French favor the very 
subtie quintescence of super-instability. 

Once before, France was hemmed in and 
over-run. And from the crash of an effete 
monarchy sprang a vigorous and indomit- 
able young republic, that with a giant's 
strength tore from her trammels, and with 
conquering and unconquerable pluck re- 
deemed her soil, and successfully grappled 
for national life. 

The people seem unappalled by the 
monstrous disasters, and gird desperately 
and gaily for the fight. 

The situation gains greater interest stil). 

Let us see if Prussia’s mighty armies are 
powerless against a people resolved to be 
free, or if France has lost the power that 
belongs to an unemasculated nationality. 

The Prussian King declared that he 
fought against Napoleon and not against 
the French people.
